Europe in Need of 
Big Food Shipments 


To Prevent Rioting 


LL S. Urged to Ship Its 
Maximum Supply; Term 


Situation Critical 


Washington, May 26—CAP)— 


The United States must rush "max- 
imum" quantities of food to Eu- 
rope this summer to prevent wide- 
spread violence and rioting, D. A. 
Fitzgerald, secretary-general of the 
international emergency'food coun- 
cil, said today. 


Fitzgerald said the food short- 


age abroad between now and fall 
harvest will be at least as critical 
as last year, and when emergency 
action was taken to provide relief. 


He added in a report to the coun- 


cil that stocks in shortage areas 
are considerably lower than they 
were a year ago and "the cumula- 
tive" effect of these food short- 
ages is becoming- more and more 
seriou?. mitrfUonaUy," economical-- 
ly and psychologically. 


"People are protesting more and 


more about the continued short- 
ages. In some instances, the pro- 
tests have reached the stage of 
violence and rioting." 


The big need .until harvest time 


Is for cereals, Fitzgerald told the 
council. 
To meet this need, he 


said, the United States and Cana- 
da would have to ship 5,000,000 
tons (about 180,000,000 bushels) 
during the July-September period. 
He described this as the maximum 
that can be expected from these 
countries in view of their own 
small reserves. 


This Year's Crop Needed 


Such cereal would have to be 


supplied largely from this year's 
crop, which in the case of wheat 
will start moving to. market late 
next month. 


A r g e n t i n a , Fitzerald says, 


would have to furnish 
2,000,000 


tons, substantially more than that 
country has been supplying. 


The council is an inter-govern- 


mental agency charged with divid- 
ing scarce foods among inportmg 
countries. 
It met to review the 


world food situation and to njake 
plans for the year ahead. 


Fitzgerald, a former agriculture 


department official, said surplus- 
producing nations will need to con- 
tinue heavy shipments to deficit 
areas at least until the autumn of 
1948.

Gen. Clark Flays Russ for Lack 


of Cooperation in Austrian Zone 


New York, 
May 
26—(AP) — 


G«n. Mark Clark, back from Eu- 
rope to become Sixth army com- 
mander, last night accused Rus- 
ria of not cooperating in Austrian 
rehabilitation and said the Sov- 
iets fostered communism in their 
zone by giving communists more 
food and higher wages. 


Clark, 
former 
commander of 


the American forces in Austraia, 
returned from Europe Friday. He 
spoke last night on a (CBS) radio 
program, "We The People". 


"As far as the attitude of the 


Austrian people is concerned, free 
elections held throughout the na- 
tion resulted in an^ overwhelming 
vote against Soviet 
influence", 


Clark said. 


"But since the first election In 


the Soviet zone, extra food, higher 
wages, and 
better 
rations have 


been given to Austrian workers 
who joined the Communist party. 


"Despite my personal, repeated 


protest to tne Soviet high com- 


missioner, the Soviet occupation 
forces—contrary to their pledge— 
seized Austrian farm products and 
livestock and other Austrian re- 
sources, and even exported sur- 
pluses above their own needs. 


"These acts increased tho bur- 


den of UNRRA, and indirectly the 
burden of the American taxpayer 
who was the principal contributor 
to UNRRA. AS a result, the Aus- 
trian pco'plc 
have existed 
on a 


starvation diet". 


The general said that his pro- 


tests over seizure of industries, 
foodstuffs and 
of the 
Danube 


river and its shipping facilities, 
in the Soviet zone, 
brought the 


Russian answer that "it's accord- 
ing to the Potsdam agreement".

Possible Lynchings 


By Mobs 


Raleigh, N. C., May 26—(AP)— 


Three, young negro men are being 
leld in penitentiaries in the Caro- 
inas today on charges of attacks 
on white women. One of them out- 
ran, almost certain death at the 
lands of a white lynch mob and 
then hid without food for 48 hours 
in a pine thicket in northeast Caro- 
lina before surrendering' to the pro- 
tective custody of the FBI. 


Billie Simmons, 24, was locked 


in central prison at Raleigh early 
this morning for safekeeping after 
his arrest in Clinton, 50 miloa 
southeast of Raleigh, on a charge 
of rape in connection with an as- 
sault 'upon a white woman. 


This came only a few hours aft- 


er still another negro, Willie Pool- 
er, 20, -charged with raping an eld- 
erly white woman at Darlington, 
S. C., was rushed into safekeeping 
to the South Carolina penitentiary 
at Columbia. 


Only last Wednesday a jury in 


Greenville, S. C.. had acquitted 28 
white men of murder charges for 
the lynching of negro Willie Earle, 
who was taken at gunpoint from a 
jail at Pickens where he had been 
held in connection with the fatal 
stabbing of a taxi driver. 


In the piedawn hours of last Fri- 


day morning an -armed, masked 
band of white men seized negro 
Godwin "Buddy" Bush, 24, from 
the Northampton county jail in 
Jackson where he was being held 
on charges of attempting to rape 
a young marrie'd white woman. 


They carried him to one of four 


waiting automobiles. Bush wrench- 
ed himself free, and fled into the 
protective darkness. 


A mob member fired one shot 


and missed. 


Late yesterday after some 75 


law enforcement officers.had spent 
two days combing the'woods for 
Bush—or his body, since no one 
was certain he had escaped—a ne- 
gro preacher called Solicitor Ernest _ 
R. Tyler. 


Bush was ready t& surrender, the 


preacher said, if Tyler "would gnar-. 
antee he would not he harmed. 


Tyler and two FBI agents went 


to an appointed place and found 
the negro. They brought him here 
to the prison last night. 


Tho solicitor would permit no In- 


terviews and gave out only the 
bare facts of the surrender. How- 
ever it was learned here that Bush 
had remained in the woods until 
early yesterday, finally going to 
the home of a friend after being 
without food since his escape. 


Bush was charged with attempt- 


Ing to rape Mrs. Margaret Allen 
Bryan, a young stenographer, last 
Thursday night in Rich Square, a 
small community In Northampton 
county 12 miles from Jackson, the 
county seat. 


Tyler was asked If he had ob- 


tained any clues from Bush as to 
the identity of the mob. 


"I'm 
sorry. 
I cannot answer 


that question at this time," he re- 
plied. 


Ho added that "we're trying to 


find those people who got him out 
of there."

Farm food prices recovered a 


bit in the mid-1920's.

We 
could see quite clearly then the 
immense job to be done on the 
collective German mind if anoth- 
er threat by German militarism 
were to be averted. Today? well, 
we seem to have lost interest in 
the whole matter. 


In such an atmosphere it is par- 


ticularly interesting to read a cur- 
rent appraisal of the German peo- 
ple by Dr. Thomas Mann. 
Dr. 


Mann, a 
German 
through and 


through, was one of the first non- 
Jewish writers to leave his coun- 
try in jrotest against Nazi poli- 
cies. He departed in 1933, 
the 


first year of Hitlerism—not un- 
der compulsion, but out of disgust. 


As one of the world's most em- 


inent novelists, Dr. Mann has a 
gift for probing an individual or 
national mentality. 


"Germany," 
says Dr. Mann, 


"takes a morbid pride in her own 
tragedy, believing it to be unique 


which is physically exportable. This 
figure is S100 billion for 1947. 


If Mr. Stassen wants to export 


10 per cent of this, he has a $10 
billion annual program, which sin- 
gularly enough, is just exactly the 
same size as Wallace's. Indeed it 
is 10 times bigger, because Mr. 
Stassen proposes to do it each year 
for 10 years. The whole Stassen 
cost then would be §100 billions or 
approaching half the national debt. 
For this year alone, it would mean 
we would give the world nearly a 
third as much as the government 
expects to collect for its budget in 
taxes fro.m all the people. The size 
of this project is 25 times the $-100 
million -aid to Greece and Turkey 
for one year only.

Without mentioning the amount. 


Stassen wants to lend it sensibly to 
foreign nations for purchase of our 
goods, which incidentally are so 
scarce they have run prices up sky 
high. This similarly unmentioned 
incidental of the plan is the most 
important part of it'from our hu- 
man standpoint. Until we get com- 
petition in goods, prices will not 
come down, the senate survey says. 
But we are alncady today export- 
ing to the world at the same rate 


to any nation but not especially to 
those who call "communist" the 
loudest. All right. For what?

Mr. Stassen says we should not 


be expected to be paid in dollars 
or manufactured goods because the 
nations have neither. He says we 
should be paid in raw materials. 
All fight, what raw rrr.isrials? 
Name something. Mr. Stassen did 
not Jo this. He could not possibly 
name raw materials of which we 
need $10 billion more a year for 
10 years. 
If he had named any 


farm products, he would need a 
visa to get back into Iowa for an-, 
other speech'.

says. Minerals, maybe? His cam- 
paign would not go over big in 
Montana. Nevada and the western 
states if h<§ named some of those. 
The truth is we do now import 
about $2>/i billion a year of raw 
materials, about half of which are 
crude foodstuffs. We have a little 
stockpile going, which could cer-

It is self-pity, part of the nation- 
al egotism,, which is preventing 
Germany from co-operating with 
the Allies in her revival." 


This describes an actual condi- 


tion which many persons foresaw 
before 
Germany's collapse, but 


which seems to have been forgot' 
ten in the face of more immediate 
duties. 
The Germans, 
fancying 


themselves betrayed, still consider 
themselves the master race. They 
insist upon being waited on. They 
are arrogant in defeat as in vic- 
tory. 


A more a.ctive recognition of the 


attitude which Dr. Mann describes 
will not solve all the problems o 
Germany. But it might serve to 
help set a firm, consistent Am 
erican policy and thus simplify 
the task that is still to be done.
